- Tito And Russia 
LTHOUGH the speeches 
of Morshal Tito and the 
Russlan, as well as the 
language of the communique 
which thoy signed yesterday 
suggest that thelr thinking 
is now fully aligned, it is 
noticeablo that the Yugoslav 
President succoeded in ob- 
taining reaffirmation by the 
Soviets of Yugoslav equality 
and {ndependence. 

Typically tho communique was 
foirly non-committal. The 
moat Interesting polnts on 
which agreement was 
reached were (a) the pro- 
posn) thit East and West 
Gormuany should negotiate

directly on the question of 
reunification; (b) that the 
embargo of strategic ggoods 
to the Soviet bloc should be 
totally removed; (c) that 
improved contacta between 
nations should be developed 
through = organised pro- 
fessional and technical 
missions Instead of through 
free movement by individual 
travellers, 

None! of these agreements on 
policy aro surprining.. But 
there is slynifieance im the 
fact that Marshal Tito has 
finally expressed himself 
on the German problem and 
how he believes it should 
be resolved. His acceptance 
of the Sovict argument that 
the East and West German 
governments should be pri- 
marlly responsible for 
bringing ubout reunification 
appears to be a tactical’ con- 
cession to the Russians. It 
could, undoubtedly, make an 
appeal to the increasing 
number of West German 
critics of Dr Adenauer’s 
policy on reunification and 
help to make his political 
position less stable. 

mre Western powers cannot 

view with enthusiasm 
Tito's association with the 
Sovict nttitude to the 
German problem, for they 
strongly support Dr Aden- 
auer's refusal to deal with 
the Eastern zone and have 
now, apparently, an addi- 
tional opponent to the Idea 
of reunification of Germany 
under the auspices Of the 
Big Four. 

Net to be demonstrated is to 
what extent, if any, Tito, as 
no result of his visit to 
Russin will desert the West 
in important international 
disputes, There seems to be 
no doubt that Russia and 
Yugoslavia have = streng- 
thened their ideological 
and polilical ties, but it re- 
mains tv be acen how this 
will manifest itself in inter- 
national affairs, Tito re- 
verves the right to indepen- 
dent action and has secured 
official Soviet recognition of 
this right. The West, how- 
ever, must expect that in 
important international 
questions where their views 
conflict with Russia, Tito 
will probably throw his 
weight behind the Sovicta, 

Tho biggest question mark 
loft by the Yugoslav leader's 
visit to Russia is whether 
he has secretly committed 
himself to o milltary 
alliance, or at least. under- 
standing, with the Sovicts, 


Marshal Zhukov's reference 
to Russian and Yugoslavin 
‘fighting shoulder to 
houlder” may have been 
‘nothing more than a pic: 
turesquo phrase designed to 
denote the degree of recon- 
eliintion which has been 
achieved between the two 
countries. Novertheless it 
leaves un unfortunate im- 
vpresston, and the Westorn 
powers are entitled to some 
sort’ of clarification from 
Marshal Tito, 

The Marshal has declared 
emphatically that his recon. 
cillation with Russia in. 
volves no change in his 
‘yolntions with the. West, If

_Two Europeans were killed and 13 injured in 
Algiers today in terrorist attacks considered by 
the French authorities to have been rebel retalia- 


tions for the execution of two Algerian rebels 


yesterday. 


The attacks, on the fringes 


(Arab quarter), were 


the worst 


of the Casbah 
which have 


occurred here since the beginning of the Algerian 
rebellion in November, 1954. One of the killed 
was Gaston Tolila, a photographer for the French 


language newspaper Journal D’Alger.

year-old girl was among the wounded. 


The French police, reacting quickly, 


killed two 


of the terrorists and captured two others. 


The terrorists made five 


separate attacks in all, open- 


ing fire om persons sitting in front of cafes and on passers- 


by in the streets, 


In the first attack, two ter 
rorists walked up to a cafe in 
the “Climat de France’ quarter 
of Algters, cach one carrying 
two pistols. They opened fire 
on and seriously wounded on 
Algerian of Spanlsh origin. 
When a man walking down the 
street turned to run, the terro— 
rists shot him down: He was 
Tolila,

Washington, June 20. 

The U.S. Defence Secre- 
tary, Mr Charles Wilson, 
said today that “to cut mill- 
tary assistance materially 
at this time would present 
serious risks to the defence 
of the United States and 
the free world and would 
require a complete re 
valuation of our interna- 
tional position and our mili- 
tary budgets.” 


Mr Wilson was pleading tho 
cause of the United States 
foreign military ald nS) 
before the Senate sub- 
committee, The U.S. Govern- 
ment has asked Congress to vote 
$3,000 million for the realisa- 
tion of this programma 


This is indispensable, said Mr 
Wilson, in “helping to support 
approxunately 200 divisions !n 
the armies of our allics”. Mr 
Wuson particularly underlined 
the importance to the delivery 
to American allics of modern 
weapons, such as supersonic 
aircraft and tele-guided missiles. 

These, he said, wero “largely 
scheduled for delivery to the 
North Atlaniic Troaty - 
tion” and were of “ im- 
portance to our foreign policy 
of maintaining this partnership”.

He said at the outset that

This clearly indicates our determination to co- 
operate in every domain with our American friends, to 
maintain the Atlantic alliance and expand it in new fields. 


“The second |s to re-establish with the countries of the 
East, which until now have wilfully isolated themselves 
from the rest of the world, but in the last several months, 
have been making an effort to raise what used to be known 
as the iron curtain.” 


It seemed that a certain 
segment of American public 
opinion found it hard to com- 
prehend “how we can possibly 
show understanding in the Bast 
while remmining fatthful to our 
friendship 4n the West.”

of Algiers, 


£10M_ EXPENDITURE

that the gas, itself useful for in- 
dustry, may mean that there Is 
oil there too, 

The Compagnie de la 
Hecherche ct Exploitatha du 
Petrote ¢n Sahara, was formed 
In March, 1953, If work con- 
timnuey on schedule, the company 
will havo spent 10,000,000,000 
francs (nbout £10,000,000) in 
its search for oll by the end of 
this year, 

The first task was to map in 
d@etall the immense stretches of 
sund dunes, rock, aad stone 
where the engincers would 
prospect. No maps of the desert 
vxisted, so the company asked 
the French National Geographical 
Institute to draw up charts of 
59,000 square miles of the ter- 
ritory. This was done with the 
help of aerial photographs. 

It has still to be established If 
the Edjele strike Is a minor one, 
or tf a rich und wide stretch of 
oil-bearing strata has deen 
lecallsed, 

“Edjele moy mark an im- 
portant date In the history of 
cit”, sald a company spokesman. 
“On the other hand we may have 
Giscovered only a shallow basin 
of oll, Time will tell.”
